ers withhold grain until supplies 
aro smaller and prices better. 


The national acreage allotment 


for wheat will be divided later 
this month among the states and 
then apportioned among individ- 
ual farmers under a formula set 
up In the farm act. 


Growers will bo free to abide 


by 
their 
allotments 
or 
Ignore 


them. 
However, only those who 


plant within their allotments will 
be eligible for maximum soil-con-

payments 


which may amount to 25 cents a 
bushel.

when she reached the hospital, said 
that when she left their hotel apart- 
ment at noon the aging magnote 
told her he was going to -vritu a 
few letters and then go to lunch. 
"I had told him never to take a 


fcubwny because . * wns had for his 
heart," she said wnfping. 
First reports wr n the former 


financier's body was brought to the 
hospital said he had been killed In 
the street by a hit-and-run driver. 


Police however, said a heart ail- 
ment from which he had suffered 
tor several years had proved fatal. 


After collapsing when she saw 
the 
body, 
Mrs. Insull 
received 
restoratives and then at once sent 
a coble to her son, Samuel, Jr., In 
Geneva, 111., notifying him of his 
father's death. 
Insull only last Monday reached 
Paris which four years ago was 
the first stop on his dramatic cross- 
Europo flight to evade embezzle- 
ment charges growing out of col- 
lapse of his utilities empire in 1932. 
Message to Son 


This time he was on a pleasure 
Irlp to visit Mrs. Insull. 
"Dad 
died suddenly afternoon, 


Jove, Mother," said Mrs. Insull's 
fnessage to her son. 


Soon after Inaull was brought in 
to the hospital Dr. Edmund L. 
IGros, chief of the medical staff of 
Jho American hospital In Paris, was 
Called to the emergency hospital. 


Hospital authorities said Insull 


<was dead upon arrival. 


Mrs. 
Insull confirmed that the 
.heart seizure occurred on a sub- 
way train. 


"I'm all alone now," she said 
peeping as she told of his death. 


Mrs. Insull was visiting friends 


Jn Chantilly, a short distance north 
til Paris, when she received word of 
the death. 
Later she said ihe had asked 


friends to take charge of all ar- 
rangements for her. 
Alert despite bin years, 
Insull 


gave proof of his sprlghtllness four 
years ago when he eluded author- 
ities to slip away from a no-longer 
friendly haven In Greece and board 
a chartered Greek stctmer to wan- 
der for weeks In the' Mediterranean. 


Held At Istanbul 
Finally his ver el was forced to 
put into port at Istanbul, Turkey, 
for fuel. There he was held by 
Turkish authorities until he could 
be put aboard an American mer- 
chant vessel and sent back to the 
United States to face two trials in 
Chicago, in which he was acquitted 
Of embezzlcmcn' and mall fraud 
(Charges. 
American authorities had waged 
ft long flight to bring hli. Mck and 
applied strong pressure on Greece 
to grant extradition. 
Twice saved froi.. extradition by 
Greek courts, Greece finally indi- 
cated he would be surrendered to 
the United States, but one nifht he 
fled in tMsgulae to sail away on the 
Chartered steamer. 
Finally cleared of the charges by 
two federal court juries in Chicago, 
Insul' returned o:.ly briefly to busl- 
.ness and then no longer connected 
With hir Midwest utilities.

cused on Samuel Insull when his 
vast utilities empire—once valued 
at $4,000,000,000—collapsed In 1932. 


Removed from 
control of his 


extensive properties In June of 
that year, he retreated to Europe 
ns the government and the state 
of Illinois examined his compli- 
cated 
affairs. 
He was charged with using the 


malls 
to defraud 
and 
violation 


of the bankruptcy act. 


While steps to return him were 


In progress, 
the 
power 
baron 


fled 
to Italy—thence to 
Greece 


and Turkey—but eventually was 
seized and brought back to the 
United tSates. 
With 16 associates, he went to 


trlnl in the federal court in Chi- 
cago on the mftil fraud charge.

operation, they were acquitted on 
Nov.

Samuel Insull, a true Napoleon 


of modern business, forced him- 
self from penury to great power, 
lost his possessions, rallied for a 
final fight against criminal trials 
and went down to defeat after a 
spectacular campaign which at- 
tracted world attention. 


London, where ho was born Nov. 


11, 1850, was his Corsica, a $50-a- 
month clerkship with Thomas A. 
Edison was his commission In the 
commercial army, a public utili- 
ties system capitalized at $4,000,- 
000,000 and touching 37 states his 
empire., tho lean financial years 
of 1931 and 1932 his Moscow ex- 
pedition and retirement in France 
his Elba. 
From the latter he 


emerged to wage a stubborn, los- 
ing camgpalgn against extradition 
from Greece, meeting his Water- 
loo at Istanbul In 
an obscure 


Turkish law which brought him 
face to face with a St. Helena in 
the Chicago courts. 
His career 
divided Into sharp 


light and shadows. From compar- 
atively humble beginnings In his 
native England he came to thrt 
United States when he was 20 and 
went to work for Edison. 
Becom- 


ing the Inventor's right hand man 
of business, he offered himself as 
president of the Chicago Edison 
Company and was elected In 1892. 
In the next 40 years he built up

On 
November 3 the United States ap- 
plied formally for his extradition, 
basing its claims to the fugitive 
on the Illinois indictments. 
Insull 


assembled a battery of legal ex- 
perts and on December 28 won a 
decision that the alleged decisions 
were not extraditable under Greek 
law. 


The United States countered on 
January 17, 1933, by 
cancelling 
Insull's passport, but Greece per- 
mitted him to stay on. Then the 
American government obtained his 
indictment on charges of using

Arrested again, Insull once more 
won a favorable Greek decision, 
the court freeing him on October 
31.

These payments may 
total as much as 25 cents a bushel 
on the normal production of the 
acreage allotment. Likewise, farm- 
ers overplanting will be Ineligible 
for loans on next year's crops.

overplanted their allotments? 
Another big crop probably would 


be produced. If so. the department 
would be required under the farm 
law to invoke marketing quotas to 
keep surplus wheat off the market. 
The quotas would have to be ap- 
proved by two-thirds of the wheat 
growers voting in a referendum, 
which would not be held before 
next May. 
What would happen \i farmers

They would be required to hold 
a certain percentage of thc'r crop 
or pay a -mnalty tax of 15 cents a 
bushel on the excess sold, 
rejected quotas?
